You are hereby notified to meet at the Town Hall 
in said town on the second Tuesday of March next, 
at 9 o’clock in the forenoon to act upon the follow- 
ing subjects: 


1 ‘To choose a Town Clerk for the ensuing year. 


2 To choose three Selectmen, a Treasurer, a 
Prosecuting Agent, one Trustee of trust funds, for 
three years, and other necessary officers for the en- 
suing year. | 


3 To see what sum of money the town will vote 
to raise for the following purposes: 

Ist—To meet current expenses of the Town 
and apply on the principal and BAN of the 
Town debt. 

2nd—For. Highways and Bildees, Town 
Maintenance, Trunk Line Maintenance, State 
Aid Maintenance, Permanent Roads. 

3rd—For building and repairing Sidewalks. 


4 To direct how money raised for any of the 
above purposes be expended. 


5 'To see what action the Town will take in re- 
gard to an act to provide for State Aid and for the 
expenditure of other public moneys in the perman- 
ent improvement of main highways throughout the 
State, passed Feb. 5, 1905, and amendments thereto, 
and raise money for the same. 


6 ‘To see if the town will vote to construct a 
sewer on Bridge Street from Main Street to Frank 
B. Kingsley’s house on Bridge Street, a distance of 
about 600 feet, and raise money for the same. 
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7 To : see if the Town will svietentee he. Select. 
men to build a gravel sidewalk on Middle Street, 
from Michael Carty’s house to James Carr’s. 

8 To see if the town will vote to lay out two ten- 
nis courts on Centennial Park, and pass any reso- 
lution relating thereto. 

9 To see if the town will instruct the Selectmen 
to build a cement Sidewalk on Depot Street from 
Main Street to Nourse’s store. 


10 To see if the town will vote to change the lo- 
cation, lay out and build a new road from a point 
about five rods easterly of the corner of land of Fred 
Carter’s, easterly and southwesterly across land 
owned by Chase Rowell, John McGary, Abraham 
Washburn and Wilber Cram, to strike the old road 
near the said Cram house, being the intent of avoid- 
ing going over the Currier, McGary and Colby 
hills. 

11 To see if the Town will vote to build a side- 
walk on Grove Street. 

12 To transact any other business which may 
legally come before said meeting.

The Laneaster Public Library since March, 1915, 
has been open every day from 1.30 to 4.30 P. M., 
and from 7 ‘to 9 in the evening. 

The patronage of the Reading Rooms was greater 
and a larger number of books was taken out than in 
any former year, 14,264 being borrowed in 1916, an 
increase of 987 over 1915. 

Over 500 volumes have been added to the Library, 
many of them being sets In new editions of the stand- 
ard authors.
